Wong, 50-year-old director of the 
Chinatown YMCA，was Sworn 
onto the governing board of the SF 
Community College District last 
Friday,， and last night he attended 
his first board meeting as a trustee. 

“The district 1S trying to meet 
the needs of a cross-section of the 
city 一 from the young to the 
elderly. It's in a very complex 
Situation: to meet the needs of 
adults seeking continulng educa- 
tion，and to serve the inftux of 
immigrants and refugees requiring 
classes in _ Survival English and 
vocational training:

“There's also a mixture of more 
wellj-to-do_ students who are able 
to _ mobillize funds，versus those 
with very limited incomes. The 
district must try to meet the needs 
of that Spectrum，and provide a 
quality education for all,”Wong 
explained. 

SPpeakimg with 瑟 cst/ est 让 
attending Eve 下 his frst_ board 
meetirng，Wong preferred not to 
discuss Specifics of funding Prob- 
lems and planning，but instead 
drew upon his vast exXperience of 
working within the city at large 
and the Chinatown community do 
discuss existing educational needs 
and their history within the Chi- 
nese comrmmunity. 

Limited resources， grOowing 
needs, and concern Over those em- 
ployed in the community college 
System are prIoblems that Wong 
Tecognizes as being the greatest 
challenges facing the district now. 

Concerning district employees，

growth during these days of fiscal 
CoOnservativeness.

SAN FRANCISCO 一 斑 and 
when_ another earthquake strikes 
SE,，GChinatown will be one of the 
most severely damaged areas in 
the city. Yet earthquake prepared- 
ness is a seldom-dqiscussed subject。 
in Chinatown，and according to 
SF Redqd Cross chairman Agnes 
Chan，much more awareness is 
needed. 

“TIt's those old red brick build- 
ings and the dense population,” 
She explained to local residents at 
a lecture andq slide show last 
Thursday at NEMS.“There are so 
many people here that there 

.would be a lot of casualties 计 an 
earthquake struck.” 
CROUCHINC 


In over-crowded Chinatown 


housing，it is _ often _ difficult to 
maintain adequate _ earthquake 
safety_ standards. For example， 
Chan pointed out that a basic rule 
during_earthquakes is to seek 
Protection from falling objects by 
crouching under a strong table or 
desk. In many Chinatown apart- 
ments, however, that space is used 
for storage,， and at the time of an 
earthquake there would be no 
way to clear out the space quickly 
enough to provide shelter， 

“What would you do 让 sudden- 
ly there were an earthquake? 
There wouldnt be time to clear 
out all the boxes from under your 
kitchen tables 一 让 would be very 
dangerous,” Chan said，adding 
that with so many people living in 
each apartment， 让 is especially 
important to _ leave enough space 
free in case of an earthquake. 

Another potential danger in 
Chinatown，Chan continued，is 
that so many people use little gas 
burners for cooking，and are not 
aware of the fire hazard 计 they 
light their stoves in the aftermath 
of an earthquake. Fire erupting 
from damaged gas mains oO

electrical systems is _ often more 
destructive than the earthquake 
itself，as Was the case in the great 
SF earthquake of 1906， 

It is _ essential that gas，electric 
and water SuDplies be turned off 
immediately following an earth- 
quake，Chan stressed，and that 
they not be turned on again Until 
safety officials say it is safe to do 
S0， 

COMFORTABLE 

In addition to her own com- 
ments，Chans Presentation in- 
cluded two slide shows. The first 
was produced by-the Red Cross 
and outlined the work of govern- 
ment and Private .Organizations 
during earthquakes， 

When earthquakes or other 
disasters strike，according to Red 
Cross officials, victims have a 
tendency to return to their native 
]anguages， even though their 
English might be quite fluent. It is 
important for translators to be 
available at shelter stations，SoO 
that all victims may have an 
opportunity to tajlk out their fears 


ake Preparedness 


in the language in which they are 
most comfortable. 

While the SF area Red Cross has 
not Specifically assigned trans- 
lators to specific shelters，they do 
have translators that they use on 
an ongoing basis, In the event of a 
disaster in a multi-lingual area 
such as Chinatown，they would 
dispatch ”appropriate _ bilingual 
staff, The Red Cross also said that 
让 has been their experience that 
people come forth to help their 


| community during disasters. 


Seismologists do not know when 
the mext earthquake will strike the 
Bay area. Sixty million years ago 


the earth was one _ continent. The 


surface began to break, and today 
the earths top layer is only 30 
| miles thick and rests on the globe's 
molten center in continually shift- 
ing plates. it is this shifting that 
causes earthquakes. 

Los Angeles is located on the

ENERGY 

There are two destruction-caus- 
ing phenormena that occur during 
earthquake tremors 一 liquifica- 
tion and subsidence. During liqui- 
fication quake energy pours into 
non-compacted soil， separating 
the particles and making the soil 
act as a liquid. Subsidence is close 
to_ the opposite: non-compacted 
soil is compressed by quake energy 
until it cTacks:. 

Both liquification and subsi- 
dence are especially common 训 
land-filled areas，such as most of 
SE，and both cause buildings to 
toppljle. 

了 有 arthquakes are a fact of life for 
SF residents，but with adequate 
awareness ， families can take 
precautionary safety measures
